The benefit that the flock will deriye from free 
range will depend to a great extent on the kind of the 
pasture and the amount of care that it receives. 

Some grasses are more palatable than others and 
may be consumed in greater quantity on this account 
but probably due to their higher nutritional value as 
well as their attractive succulence clovers and alfalfa 
are more readily sought and enjoyed. 

__ To some extent the nature of the pasture provided | 
will be governed by loral conditions but as far as the | 
poultry ave concerned the cave and management of the | 
range should be about the same. | 

Permanent range should not be used for poutlry 
more than once in three years or it may become infested 
with parasites or polluted, It should not be overgrown | 
or the birds will be deprived of the young tender shoots 
that form a valuable and essential part of their diet. 
Frequent mowing will promote the growth of the pas- 
ture and encourage wider ranging from the much used 
and perhaps infested aveas around the shelters, redu- 
cing the risk of infection and building up a resistance 
to disease, Mowing may be considered somewhat of a 
task but the benefits derived far outweigh the cost, 

For the best assimilation of their grain ration the 
birds require this abindant supply of succulent rough- 

age, rich in vitamins, proteins and minerals, and due 
attention to the upkees of the range will prove to be 
sound economy by saving feed and by increasing the 
capacity of the range. One acre of good range kept in 


good condition should support at least 100 birds.

+ Time To Start Planning 


Like the family budget or the 
family home, this year's garden, 
too, will be improved with a little 
planning, says Canadian Garden 
Service.

Size, the location of trees, fences, 
walks, and so on. A good rule to 
adopt with flowers and shrubbery 
is to remember that these require 
about half as much space between 
as they will be high at maturity. 
The latter is the most important. 
Too many beginners never think 
when setting out a lilac or plum 
tree that the little bit of a thing 
that has been sent to them from 
the nursery will some day, and in 
a very few years at that, reach 
far above their heads. As a rule 
they plant all shrubs, trees and 
even the perennial flowers much 
too close together, and in the case 
of foundation planting, much too 
close to the house. In a few years 
they wonder why it is difficult to 
cultivate and weed, or even to see 


out of the windows. Moreover, 
trees, shrubbery or flowers, and 
some vegetables like corm and 


tomatoes, too, if planted too close 
together, grow taller and spindlier 
than normally and are a prey to 
the first heavy wind ,that comes 
along.

TUG SNATCH 
. There is evidence that the Germans have been moving their 
* best troops in Norway to the south, with the intention of sending 
them home to defend Germany. 

‘In-addition, they have been concentrating tugs and barges in 
the southern fiords, possibly for carrying troops across the Skagerrak, 
Because of the swift ourvents that prevail, tugs are also easentinl for 
moving out of these fiords what shipping may still be available, 

But to evacuate the troops becomes more difficult daily, The 
RAF. has been hammering coastwise shipping and bombing the 
tugs and barges. Now comes news that thirty Norwegian com- 
mandos trained in England and smuggled into Norway have reduced 
the tug fleet materially. 

Armed with tommy guns they forced the tug crews to steam 
their tugs in silence out of Fredrikstad harbour In Oslo flord under 
the very=noses of the German guards. Two of the tugs ran out of 
water and fuel so had to be scuttled on the way. The fleet was 
guided by a fishing boat which, on reaching the nearest Swedish 
port, Stroemsand, visited each tug and picked up the commandos, 
It then sailed back to Norway and the commandos resumed thoir 
activities, 

German freighters are still waiting, with steam up in Fredrik- 
stad harbour, unable to move for lack of tugs. 

RADIO ATTACHE 

‘The United Kingdom Embassy in Paris has probably the first 
Radio Attache in any diplomatic corps. 

This is a consequence of the enormous importance that the 
British radio had in the life of German-occupied Burope, The 
French Service of the B.B.C. gave the news straight, untainted with 
Nazi distortions, and was the medium that carried the voices of Free 
French leaders in Britain, It was also an instrument of the résist- 
ance,-used to disseminate instructions and information to the under- 
ground: 

‘The French radio js itself now speaking for France, but the 
B.B.C. still has a great atidience and great préstike as an accurate 
and truthful news. source, often cited by French newspapers to 
emphasize the authenticity of a report,

“There is no doubt that the Gérmans’ delay in 
countering what must already be a serious threat to 
their whole position west of the Rhine has been due to 
their need to hold the push by United Kingdom and 
Canadian troops from the north-west beyond Goch and 
Cleve: The U.K.—Canadian troops paid for their suc- 
cess in‘ this distraction of the enemy’s attention, by 


meeting much heavier opposition (Times Brussels’ ‘cor-’ 


respondent)”. 

_ These observations, it is pointed out in London, 
help to put into perspective the latest Allied advances 
on the West Front. United Kingdom and Canadian 
troops. are being opposed by large numbers of Ger- 
many’s very best regular troops, and as a result, the 
High Command has not been able to find men to hold 
the heavy attacks of the American First and Ninth 
Armies, The whole operation is thus a first class ex- 
ample of -Allied co-operation. 

The Allied offensive as a whole is going well; but 
there is--still no disposition to compare the progress 
made with, for example, that made immediately before 
the Avranche break through, The Siegfried Line proper 
has: been- broken through at several places, but since 
last‘Fall the Germans have been preparing new defence 
lines and: positions right back to the Rhine itself. 

‘The main point, however, is not what the Germans 
possess‘in the way of fixed defenses, but rather the 
number of men available to them to man these de- 
fenses. It is by no means unlikely that the Germans 
may have in reserve a small number of divisions, some 
of them armoured; their problem, however, is to know 
when to commit these. Not all the Allied Armies are as 
yet engaged, and the enemy may well fear that if he 
now commits his ‘Old Guard” there may come a yet 
more critical moment which will find him without any 
reserve whatever. 


TAXPAYERS SHOULD BENEFIT 

The increased grant by the Ontario Government 
to Lindsay Schools amounts to an estimated $37,000.

YALTA 

Being one of the decisive documents of history, the communique 
from, the Crimea will continue to be discussed long after it has 
ceased to be hot news. For this reason, plus the fact that it is so 
comprehensive that it spenks for itself, War Notes confines its 
present comment to underlining a few points which may be rather 
obyious, but are certainly worth underlining, 


This 1s the ‘first of the Big Three conferences which has gone 
well beyond the point of establishitig general principles for dealing 
with political problems and has reacher quite definitive decisions 
on outstanding political problems, 


‘To reach these decisions each of the three nations adjusted {ts 
Position on some points and accepted something less than its own 
ideas of perfection. The result is an all-round sonse of accomplish- 
ment which is certainly stronger than would be felt if each had ex- 
acted total victory on some points and had accepted total defeat on 
others. 

CRIMEA DECISION 
“Tt 1s our inflexible purpose to destroy German Militarism 
and Nazism and to ensure that Germany will never again be 


able to disturb the peace of the world.’—The Crimea 
Declaration, 


One: of the most important parts of the Crimea Declaration— 
The outline of measures for the complete destruction of German 
Militarism ‘(though not involving the destruction of the German 
people), reiterates and amplifies earlier Allied Statements on this 
subject. The Atlantic Charter of August 1041 declared “Since no 
future peace can be maintained if land, sea or air armaments con- 
tinue to be employed by nations which threaten ‘or may threaten 
ageression outside their frontiers, they (the parties to the Charter) 
believe; pending establishment of a wide and permanent system of 
general security, that the disarmament of such nations {8 essential,” 
The-Anglo-Soviet Treaty of May 1942, stated: “They will, after the 
termination of hostilities, take all measures in thelr power to render 
impossible a repetition of agressium and thé violation of peace by 
Germany, or any States associated with her in acts of aggression 
and the violation of peace by Germany, or any States associated 
with her in acts of agression in Europe”, After the Terheran Con- 
ference, December 1943, Roosevelt declared: “We were united in the 
determination that Germany must be stripped of her military might 
and be given no opportunity within the foreseeable future to regain 
that: might,” but added that the United States have no Intention to 
enslave the German people. ‘

SELECTION BOARD§ COSMOPOLIS 

Candidates for commissions in the British Army 
have to face examination by a Selection Board, which 
desides whether they are suitable for transfer to an 
Officr Cadet Training Unit. & 

The process takes about three days and, since the 
Boards pass on officers from all parts of the Empire, 
some of their establishments have become yery cosmo- 
politan places, Besides United Kingdom candidates— 
both from the Army and the A.T.S.—there are, to name 
only a few, Palestinians, Cypriots, Ceylonese, Arabs 
and Rhodestans, ‘ 

All the candidates with the exception of the Indians 
(who, because they require a special diet, are quartered 
with a neighboring Indian Unit) live together, 

The experiment has worked well. Some of the 
written tests have had to be modified for the Empire 
candidates, but as they all must speak tolerablesEnglish 
to bd eligible, the changes are superficial, The outdoor 
tests are scarcely modified at all. 

During the three days of testing, candidates and 
members of the Selection Board mess together; this 
allows them to meet in a friendly way, and also gives the 
candidates a chance to ask the many questions about 
an officer's life that cormcern them, 

An Arabic-speaking psychiatrist sits on the Board 
When Arab candidates appear, a senior Indian Army 
officer when there are Indians and representatives 
from other parts of the Empire join the selecting offi- 
cers at various times when their countrymen are inter- 
viewed. 

All candidates are judged by the same standards, 
that is to say, they must show evidence of possessing 
those talents that are summed up in the phrase “officer 
quality”. ’ 

Not all Boards are held in England. To save as many 
as possible from travelling long distances’ a mobile 
Selection Board has gone as far afield as Pretoria and 
Nairobi, Malta, Baghclad and Mosul. In fact, the ex- 
periment of mixing up candidates from the various 


nations of the Empire was first tried in the Middle Bast,

Owners of revolvers and pistols 
are warned by the police that these 
weapons must be re-registered for 
an other five-year period before 
July 1 of this year.

“Mining In Haliburton County” 


BY 
E.J.Ki 


Before presenting the third in 
this series of “Mining in Halibur- 
ton County” a question has been 
asked in connection with mining 
that a reader would like answered. 
‘The question dealt with Sluicing 
and Hydraulicking also drift inin- 
ing. The reader would like an ex- 
planation of these two and which 
would be the cheaper in operation. 
First’ of all let us deal with 
Sluicing and MHydraulicking. A 
slightly sloping wooden trough 
(box sluice) or a ditch cut in hard 
gravel or rock (ground sluice) is 
used a5 a channel along which 
gold-bearing gravel is carried by 
streams of water. Riffles in the 
form of cobblestones, wooden 
blocks, wooden poles or steel rails 
are placed along the bottom of the 
sluice to aid in saving gold. Sluices 
vary from one foot to six feet in 
width and from one to four ft, in 
depth, their cross-section being 
proportional to the volume of ma- 
terial passing through them. Their 
length should be sufficient to allow 
the gravel to disintegrate and 
allow the gold to settle. This usu- 
ally takes places in the first 100 
to 300 feet. Additional length of 
sluice is required to save much of 
the finer gold, (sluices are not ef- 
ficient savers of very fine gold) 
and to convey the gravel to the 
dump. The slope or grade of 
sluices is commonly specified as the 
drop in inches in a length of 12 
feet. Sections are commonly 12 
feet long. A drop of 3 inches per 
box may be sufficient for small 
light gravel, but more common 
drops are 6 to 7 inches per box. 
Sluicing is the term applied to 


working placers where the gravel | 


is carried to the head of the sluice 
by shovelling, in wheelbarrows, in 
small cars, by scrapers, by dragline 
j excavators or by small steam 
shovels. Larger placer deposits are 
worked by hydralicking, the gravel 
being loosened from place and 
washed into the sluice by powerful 
jets of water from nozzles called 
hydraulic giants. To be effective 
thé head of water on the giant 
should not be less than 200 feet, 
equivalent to a pressure of 86.8 lb. 
per square inch. In case more 
head room is required than natur- 
al conditions afford, additional 
lift of gravel may be had through 
the use of a hydraulic elevator, a 
steeply inclined pipe haying a 
nozzle placed inside at the bottom. 
‘The gravel is washed into the ele- 
vator at a point just above the 


nozzle and is carried up by the 
force of the jet. Water for the 
hydraulic giant is measured in 


terms of the miner's inch, or a 
flow of 15 cu. ft. per minute. The 
volume of gravel loosened and 
washed through a sluice by a 
miner’s inch of water used for 24 
hours varies with conditions of the 
gravel, the slope of the sluice and 
the pressure of the water. As a 
rough guide, under average con- 
ditions the duty of a miner's inch 
{s from 3 to 6 cu. yd. of gravel per 
24 hours. 

Undercurrents are in some cases 
placed at an intermediate point or 
at the end of the main sluice to 
zaye fine gold. They are short 
aluices considerably wider than the 
main sluice, and are set on a 
steeper grade, generally at right 
angles to the main sluice. A screen 
or grizzly in the main sluice lets 
the fine gravel, sand and gold pass 
through but retains the large 
rocks and sufficient water to move 
them in the main sluice. The dis- 
charge from the undercurrent 1s 
either returned to the main sluice 
through an auxiliary sluice of 
flatter grade or goes directly to 
the dump. 

Drift mining is the term applied 
to the working of placer deposits 
by underground method of mining. 
The paystreak is reached through 
a horizontal opening called a drift 
or adit, or through a shallow yer- 
tieal shaft. Small cars are com- 
monly used for transporting the 
gravel, which is removed in some 
system of regular cuts or sluices 
across the paystreak. Posts and 
headboards are used to support the 
roof, but if the gravel is loose a 
method of forepoling or tight tim- 
bering may be used, Frozen gravel 
must be thawed before it can be 


mind, 


Steam, hot water or cold 
water have been successfully used 
as thawing mediums, being forced 
into the gravel through pointed 
pipes. 

In answer to the question — 
“Which of the two operation would 
be the cheaper”, I would say the 


sluicing and  hydraulicking as 
drifting is only used in rich 
gravels. The thickness of pay 


gravel is generally between 2 and 
8 feet, 

We have strayed a bit from our 
subject, so without further delay 
let us look further at “Mining in 
Haliburton County.” 

This week we'll take a quick look 
at Graphite and Mica as it occurs 
in Haliburton County. As you know 
graphite is a mineral species con- 
sisting of the element carbon, it is 
greasy to touch and soils every- 
thing with which it comes in con- 
tact. It is considered the softest 
mineral and is a good electrical 
conductor. Commercially it is used 
for making lead in pencils, dry 
lubricants, grate polish and paints, 
etc. 

Mica is composed of a group of 
widely distributed rock-forming 
minerals — much too wide to be 
fully discussed here. Its commier- 
cial uses are largely for windows 


transparency and resistance to fire 
and sudden changes in tempera- 
ture. Mico is also used extensively 
in electrical work as it is a good 
insulator. 

| Owing to the small size of the 
| flake, the low percentage of 
graphite present ,or the small size 
of the graphite-bearing body, none 
of the finding in the County are 
| of very great value economically. 


was some prospecting for graphite 
about three years ago. 


a great deal of activity in the 
period from 1912 to 1915 by the 
New York Graphite Co. (latterly 
merged into the present company, 
National Graphite.). After 1915 
the operations died down until 
| January of 1919 when the pits were 
re-opened. This was only short 
|lived and all operation ceased 
from then on—the mill has been 
dismantled. 

Monmouth Township had five 
locations among which was the 
property owned and operated by 
the Virginia Graphite Co. from 
1910 to 1913 and was succeeded by 
the Tonkin-Dupont Graphite ©o., 
Ltd. The plant was closed down 
in May 1914 and eventually dis- 
mantled. 

The percentage of graphite in 
all these findings was of such a 


use commercially of little import- 
ance. 

The only commercial variety of 
mica found in Haliburton County 
is amber mica, It shows up prin- 
cipally in Cardiff, Glamorgan and 
Monmouth townships. Many of the 
workings are very old and little 
can be seen, {t is therefore almost 
impossible to form an opinion of 
the quality or quantity of mica 
that may still be present in the de- 
posits, 

In Cardiff Township the old 
Dixon mica mine had three pits 
and crushed books of amber mica 
with numerous parallel cracks, 
ranging from 3 to 6 inches in dia- 
meter, were found in the dump. 

The old workmgs of the Tory 
Hill Marble and Mica Co., Ltd. in 
Glamorgan township on lots 33 and 
34 are practically obliterated with 
the passage of time. Shipments 
ranged, when the firm was in op- 
eration, from 160 lbs, valued at 
$75.00 to 2000 lbs. valued at $180.00. 
Local residents however, stated 
that these shipments were made 
from several deposits, 

There have been 5 known loca- 
tions for mica jn Monmouth town- 
ship, but none of them of much 
value commercially. One of the 
deposits though made quite a few 
shipments during the last war in 
the period from 1014-1918, No re- 
cords were available, however, of 
these shipments.

Of Live-Stock 


One of the bugbears of ralaing 
livestock {is colic—recently report- 
ed to be prevalent in the Mari- 
times. Not all farmers recognize 
the symtoms of colic. 

Canada’s Veterinary Director- 
General, Doctor Mark Barker, 
says an animal is likely to be sul- 
fering from colic when it threshes 
or rolls about, gets up and les 
down again, looks at its side, paws 
and stamps, walks in circles, sweats 
and cries out with pain.

An animal afflicted -with colic 
may not show all these signs of 
distress at the same time as colic 
has different forms, The word 
“colic” {5 really a word applied to 
all forms of indigestion. 

‘This indigestion may not last 
Jong nor is 1t always serious, But 
In its acute form of bloat, colic 
soon suffocates an animal, For 
this reason, a farmer is not wise 
to chance on a colicky cow or 
Sheep or horse getting better on 
its own. He is safer to call in a 
veterinarian—and promptly. 

What about treatment for colic? 
The treatments which have been 
used through the ages include some 
of the most fantastic—and uscless 
—eyer devised. 


Livestock authorities of the an- 
cient Roman Empire said in all 
seriousness that if an animal af- 
fected with colic were led to where 
it could see a swimming object — 
preferably a duck — the animal 
would recover. Another Roman 
Uvestock pudbit sald that geese 
were equally as good as ducks — 
as indeed they are, neither being 
any good whatever as a colic cure. 

The point to remember about 
colic that it is a digestive disturb- 
ance which need never occur. Ani- 
{mals on range do not suffer diges- 
tive troubles unless they are chang- 
ed abruptly from dry to succulent 
grazing, or the other way around. 

Sometimes an animal gets colic 
when it is permitted too much food 
or drink after a period when it 
has been underfed and thirsty. 
Another cause of colic is the 
feeding of frozen vegetables. 

In short, colic is entirely due to 
bad management. It can be com-

and are never permitted 
changes in their diet, 
At this season of the year, live- 
stock producers should take care 
to avold feeding livestock with 
frozen yegetables—potatoes, car- 
rots, or turnips which should al- 
Ways be stored where they can't 
freeze. 

But if for this or another catse, 
some of the animals develop colic, 
don't hope to cure them by lead- 
ing them to a duck pond; instead, 
call in the vet. r

Is Request 
of Ottawa 


Ottawa, March 5—The govern~ 
ment’s hope that ‘wheat acreage 
will be reduced and acreages sown 
to feed grains “substantially in- 
creased” in the 1945-46 crop year, 
beginning August 1, was expressed 
by Trade Minister MacKinnon in 
announcing the wheat policy for 
the forthcoming year. 


In the government's opinion, ‘he 
said, the need for a large wartime 
reserye of wheat now was passing, 
and in the forthcoming crop year 
marketings will be limited to 14 
bushels per authorized acre. This 
limitation will be final, and will 
not be altered at a later date.

EDITORIAL 


ARRANGE GARDEN TO MEET 
NEEDS OF THE FAMILY 

How is a garden best arranged to meet the needs 
of the family? If there are young children, the space 
will probably be of greatest value if developed largely as 
a playground, with an open lawn, a-sand box, slide, and 
teeter-totter, suggests R. W. Oliver, Division of Horti- 
culture, Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. A clipped 
hedge of Chinese elm or cedar surrounding the area 
will look neat and the greenery will be more attractive 
than bare fences. A small border slong the sunny side 
of the hedge will provide cut flowers for the house, The 
same sort of treatment, minus the sand box, would be 
suitable for children who are somewhat older and who 
want to play games on an open lawn, unbroken by 
flower beds or horticultural obtacles. This lawn needs 
plenty of clover and Canada blue grass in order to 
stand the wear and tear. Such a‘ area can scarcely be 
called a garden, says Mr. Oliver, but it mects the need 
for fresh air, exercise and supervised play. 

As the family grows older, the need changes. Most 
city lots are too small for a tennis court or a full-sized 
ball diamond, so the children of ‘teen age get their 
recreation elsewhere and parents can now use the space

_ The troops in the bridghead east of the Rhine have 
driven into a small town just a little more than a mile 
from the superhighway between Cologne and Frank- 
furt. The Germans are retreating—but very slowly— 
behind a screen of armour and guns. The Allied ad- 
vance has forced the Nazis to pull out their heavy 
artillery from the area, Noy only the very largest guns 
are within shelling range of the Remagen Bridge. 


North of Remagen, Allied troops have captured 
the little town of Honnef, This clears the way for a 
drive into the open tank country six miles to the north. 


Meantime from the headquarters of the Third 
Army comes word that General Patton’s troops are 
closing in on a four-square mile German pocket on the 
north bank of the Moselle. All other German units 
hiding out in the Moselle River Valley have been round- 
ed up. Other Third Army troops have started driving 
east and southeast across the northern corner of the 
Saar Basin. mea 


In the air war Allied bomber formations are zoning 
over Germany today and the Berlin radio has said that 
other Allied planes were ranging over Southern Ger-

GLASS IN THE POST-WAR WORLD . 

British factories can now turn out glass strong 
enough to be bullet-proof or fine enough to be woven 
into fabric. 

Tanks and bombers are now fitted with bullet-proof 
windows. 

At the same time a Scottish factory is now drawing 
glass thread one-fifth the thickness of human hair. 
Millions of glass marbles made from special raw mater- 
jals are melted in electric furnaces, and from every 
pound of marbles about 175 miles of fine thread can be 
drawn. 

Glass has thus a tremendous variety of uses. At 
present the electrical industry is the largest single user 
of glass silk cloths to insulate electric motors, gener- 
ators and transformers. They do not rot, are un- 
affected by water and most chemicals, are vermin-proof 
are so efficient that a thin layer is enough and’ so fire- 
proof that apparatus can operate safely at much higher 
temperatures. 

A 10 h.p. motor insulated with cotton weighed 354 
pounds. When insulated with glass fibre, the seme 
motor weighed only 190 pounds, occupied only half as 
much space, and operated at higher speeds. Glass fibre 
insulation used in a battleship can reduce the weight 
by 500 tons. 

Experts in Britain estimate that a material made 
of glass fibres refinforcing and binding plastics has the 
greatest strength in relation to weight of any material 
known. Already experimental aircraft have been built 
of this new plastic plus glass, and other developments 
are expected. 

A new headlamp which goes far towards solving 
the problents of night-motoring has been produced by 
an Enelish firm. The beam has a flat top with a very 
definite cut-ovf level. Direct dazzle is completely elim- 
inated at ordinary eye level, and the beam itself is in 
perfect focus, giving not only a distant view of the road- 
way ahead, but a sharply defined picture of the road 
sides. 

The range of the lamp is stated to be well over 1,000 
feet, and it is further claimed that the special lens 


employed makes falling rain or snow invisible to the . 


driver. 
REVAMPING LINDSAY'S KENT STREET 

At a recent meeting of the Town Council when 
members were devoting some thought toward local 
improvements, Reeve Butler brought forward: a recom- 
mendation for the repair or replacement of a pore 
of the sidewalk in the downtown area. 

At the time, other members present indicated that 
they were favorably inclined to the recommendation 
and in several instances they were of the opinion. that 
the present sidewalk had more than served its useful- 
ness and had reached the stage where to repair it the 
cost would be prohibitive and the results at best, 
questionable. 

Townsfolk who are frequent users of this stretch of 
sidewalk are probably all of the opinion that, like the 
councillors referred to above, the walk has served its 
most useful days and is now in a poor state of repair 
which makes it not only somewhat hazardous, espe- 
cially for older people, but also unpleasant to walk 
-upen- 

However, in a town such as Lindsay, the key centre 
in the County of Victoria, the interests of those who 
frequent the town from outside points and upon whom 
the town depends for its business outlet to a large extent 
should be given proper consideration, when changes in 
thoroughfares are being contemplated. This is espe- 
cially true in this age of motor vehicles. 

What has motor vehicles to do with pedestrians, 
you may ask, and now we come to the main point in 
this issue. 

It would seem reasonable to assume that if the town 
is contemplating an expenditure of considerable size 
to revamp their main sidewalks, it would require only 
slightly more money and the same number of men to 
revamp their main thoroughfare as well. True Lindsay 
has a splendid main street insofar as width in propor- 
tion to volume of traffic is concerned, but there are un- 
doubtedly improvements which would for a nominal 
cost greatly enhance the usefulness thereof. 

In many larger centres and particularly in United 
States, old types of town planning are rapidly giving 
way to the more modern types of Consuauation which 
serve more conveniently. 

Suggestions from local residents who would like to 
see Lindsay’s main street given a modern conversion 
would be published on their merits if readers of The 
Post would care to comment thereon. These sugges- 
tions need not necessarily be original but could be based 
on what has been seen elsewhere. 

While discussing the pros and cons of this move, 
one resident brought up the matter of widening the 
street still more by narrowing the sidewalk by four feet 
and thereby avoid the necessity of weaving in and 
around the hydro poles which are now embedded in the 
sidewalk. Another suggestion advised leaving the side- 
walk the same width but having the hydro use over- 
head street lighting devices.

TREAT SEED GRAIN NOW 

Seeding time is not far away. When the rush of 
Spring work begins there are so many things which 
must be done that there is a tendency to neglect those 
things that seem less important. Among those often 
regarded as less important is treating seed grain, yet if 
properly done will pay for the labour and cost many 
times, says Bruce MacLaren, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Charlottetown, P.W.I. It is a job that can be 
done now and the treatec seed put away safely until 
the land is ready “for seeding, The seed should be ‘treated 
with organic mercury compounds used in the form of 
very fine dusts. The object of treating is to cover each 
seed with a fine film of dust which kills the spores of 
any diseases which may be present on the seed coat. 
Diseases such as smut, root rot, and seedling blight 
are readily controlled by this treatment. Machines for 
applying the dust may be purchased or constructed on 
the farm. A good tight barrel fitted with afew baffles 
and a spindle on which it may be rotated does a good 
job of treating. : 

After treatment the seed may be stored as long as 
two months without injury to germination, Formalin’ 
treatments, though effective, must be applied just bé- 
fore the seed is sown, Otherwise serious injury to ger- 
mination may result. 

Tt should be remembered that surface treatments 
will control only those diseases carried on the outside ‘ 
of the seed coat, Loose smut of wheat and loose smut 
of barley are carried within the seed itself and cannot 
be reached by a surface treatment. These diseases may 
be greatly reduced by means of a hot water treatment 
in which temperatures ar, closely controlled. Such 
methods are difficult to use under farm conditions and 
growers whose crops become badly infested with loose 
smut of wheat or barley would be well advised to pur- 


chase new seed from a source known to be free of these '

corded In federal government files, 
and the R, ©, M. P. keeps these re- 
cords up to date with births, mar- 
riages and deaths. 


While most, Canadians, including 
Indians llving near agencies, will 
be registered in a huge drive be- 
ginning March 15, most of the 
wilderness Indians will he registered 
by Indian agents when treaty 
money ts paid, By airplane, canoe, 
ship and on foot agents travel to 
pay treaty money in yarious parts 
off the Dominion. Airplanes will be 
used almost solely in the paying and 
the registering of Indians in the 
northwest territories, and in many 
other isolated areas of Canada.

Im this, the fina! article in the 
series “Mining In Haliburton” we 
will deal with Stone and Radlo 
active occurrences. First of all let 
us deal with radio-active mater- 
jals, 

Throughout Cardiff and Mon- 
mouth Townships radio - active 
minerals, principally pitchblends: 
have been found in varying quan- 
titles. Wilberforce has been the 
centre of some activity for a long 
period. Considerable development 
has been carried out but there 
has been no commercial produc- 
tion to date of radium or uranium 
from any of the deposits. 

One of the active companies in 
the County is Canada Radium 
Mines, Ltd. This Company has a 
100-ton mill on their property. 
Late in 1941 a 50-ton Exolon mag- 
netic separator and Johnson elec- 
trostatic separator were installed. 
The property closed down in July 
1942. 

Uraninite was first discovered in 
1922 in Cardiff township. Ontario 
“Radium Corporation was formed 
to look after further prospecting 
and to develop the showings. This 
company was succeeded by Inter- 
national Radium and Resources, 
Ltd, and later by Wilberforce 
,Minerals, Lt. Most of the develop- 
ment on the property was carried 
out in the years 1929, 1930 and 
1931. Any checked shipments 
haye shown that the percentage 
of uraninite present is low, and in- 
sufficient bulk sampling has been 
carried out to show the actual 
amount of radium per ton of rock 
present. The price of radium in 
small sales lots in the United 
States were at the rate of $30.00 
per milligram. 

There have been seyeral radio- 
active occurrence in the County 
but mone have been developed 
commercially to any great extent: 

Cardiff township has a small 
uarry located in lot 31, concession 
KI, the occurrence is white to 
cream limestone. No shipments 
appear to have been made, and 


the site 1s quite unsuited for a 
quarry operation. 
In Dysart township a large 


quarry, now idle, was formerly 
operated by Bolender Brothers for 
the production of terrazzo chips, 
poultry grit, stueco dash, and arti- 
ficlal stone in a small plant. 
Material is now obtained from a 
limestone deposit in Guilford 
township, 

Marble was obtained about the 
year 1890 for monumental purposes 
in Glamorgan township, but the 
ouput was very small. Tombstones 
made from this marble may be 
seen in the cemetery at Gelert. 

There are several. abandoned 
quarries in various parts of the 
County which have been used at 
various times for road construc- 
tion, concrete backing etc. 

In 1935 a small quarry was re- 
opened in 1935 by Allan Hadley, 
which had been originally in oper- 
ation {n 1912. The rock was fine- 
grained, pink granite. Selected 
materials were sent to monumen- 
tal makers in Toronto. Tomb- 
stones of this material may be 
seen at St. John's Cemetery, To- 


ronto, and in the cemetery at 
Gooderham. 
(For full technical detail on 


Mining in Haliburton the writer 
would suggest you read, the On- 
tario Department of Mines publi- 
cation written by J. Satterly, from 
which some of this technical data 
was taken.)

When he was 19, Mr. Trude, aid- 
ed by a few young boys. drove a 
herd of 75 cattle from Lakefield to 
the lumber camps north of Minden, 
operated by the Strickland Lumber 
Company, in three days. He slaugh- 
tered and dressed these cattle for 
the use of the camps; dressing them 
at the record time of one beef every 
60 minutes.

The following is a synopsis of an 
address given by Mrs. S. C. Tweed, 
Vice-President «i the National 
Liberal Federation at a meeting 
of the Women's Liberal Associa- 
tion of Victoria, held in the Ben- 
son Hotel, on Friday evening, 
March 9, at which Mrs. Ed. Oke, 
presided. 

Miss Curtis rendered two de- 
lightful solos, accompanied at the 
piano by Mr. Feltcher. 

Mr. Bruce McNevin, M-P., intro- 
duced the guest speaker, Mrs. 
Tweed. 

During her address, Mrs. Tweed 
stated that the three greatest 
things all people in Canada desir- 
ed were: 

1. An early and victorious con- 
clusion of war; 2, Work at decent 
wages and a better life for the 
Canadian people when the war is 
won; and finally, Lasting peace.

Continuing Mrs. Tweed contend- 
ed that misleading statements put 
out by opposing parties with res- 
pect to reinforcements causing 
anxiety and grief of the relatives 
and friends of the men overseas.

AGRICULTURAL LOANS 

The liquidation of loans granted 
under the agricultural development 
and now administered by the Com- 
missioner of Agricultural Loans is 
proceeding on a satisfactory basis. 
Many mortgagors have’ been pay~ 
ing off their loans before maturity, 

The number of current loans as 
of December’ 31st, 1943 numbered 
13,553, representing a total indebt- 
edness, Including principal, inter- 
est and sundries of $30,663,679.98. 
As of December 31, 1944 current 
Joans numbered 12,586, with a total 
indebtedness 
117,502.76. Throughout the year 
ending December 31, 1944 a total 
of 967 loans haye been paid off 
with total repayments on all loans 
amounting to $3,546,177.22. 

AGRICULTURE 

The estimated

The 
agricultural communities have 
benefited greatly by the avoidance 
of heavy expenditures on King's 
highways and the payment to our 
rural municipalities of larger 
amounts for county and township 
roads. The scarcity of gravel in 
Southern Ontario is becoming a 
serious question.

Foul Play 
Is Evident 
At Inquest 


Windsor, Ont, March 7—Skull 
fractures, not fire, caused the 
deaths of four small children 


whose charred remains were found 
in a burned-out second-floor bed- 
room on Howard Ave, on Feb. 18, 
Prof. Joslyn Rogers, head of the 
analytical chemistry department 
at the University of Toronto, told 
@ coroner's inquest Tuesday. 

The autopsy showed that the 
children had suffered brain 
hemorrhages of a type similar to 
those found when a blow has been 
received prior to death. The wit- 
ness discounted the theory that 
falling plaster had caused the 
fractures; stating that in a 
as small as the one in which the 
children were found, death by fire 
would have come long before the 
fire could haye damaged the ceil- 
ing enough to cause the plaster to 
fall. ¥ 

“The fire did not start in the 
stove in the room,” he said. 
Neither did it start under the floor 
by the wiring being defective. It 
started on top of the floor and was 
an incendiary fire: I have no 
alternative from the evidence than 
that.”

EDITORIAL 


PLACES IN THE NEWS—BOLOGNA 

While attention is focussed mainly on the Western and Far 
Eastern Fronts the war in Italy goes forward and the following 
British United Press release gives an interesting picture of one of 
the besieged cities—Bologna. 

Soon the icy snowdrifts in the Appenine Foothills in Italy will 
be thawing. The “torrenti” or small creeks will carry off the flood- 
waters swiftly. Then the trails will dry in the mountains. The 
trees and vines will leaf out, providing cover for the Allied troops 
on the war's forgotten front—the drive on the ancient and strategic 
city of Bologna. 

The Allies have been trying to take Bologna ever since Florence 
fell last August. All winter, two great armies, the British Eighth 
and the Allied Fifth have fought their way slowly northward 
through one of the worst winters in Italian history and over some 
of the most rugged country in the world. 

Their goal is one of the world's most ancient and most beautiful 
citles—a city that is known chiefly as the original source of a very 
Dungent sausage. 

The great importanve of Bologna is that it 1s the true gateway 
to the Po Valley in which lay the rich industrial cities of Milan and 
Turin. Milan is 135 miles north of Bol» na. 

Modern Bologna produces sausage and maceroni and has some 


other industry. But is chiefly a tourlst and educational centre, Its 
population is about 250-thousand. 
The ancient Roman city still stands in its centre, Surrounding 


this is the medieval city—once the intellectual centre of the entire 
world. The modern city, built still farther out, actually 1s of medic- 
val architecture. The streets, even the newest ones, are arcaded or 
clo‘sterd in medieval manner; a conscious effort to give the city a 
timeless architectural unity. 

There are many fine family palaces, dating back to the 13th 
cenutry, churches dating back to the 4th and 5th centuries. The 
cathedral was started In the 10th century, but has many baroque 
additions. ‘The churches contain paintings by Raphael and other 
great masters, f 

Bologna was ruled by the Lombards briefly and was sacked by 
the Hungarians in 902. It was a free state for centuries, then became 
part of the Papal States until the uniffeation of Italy in 1860, 

But its greatest glory was and 1s {ts university, founded in the 
11th cenutry and for 400 years after that the world’s greatest, Dante 
and Petrarch were among its alumni, also Galvani, the compara- 
tively modern scientist. 

When learning first erupted in Italy in the Middle Ages, Bologna 
was throrsed yearly by from 3-thousand -to 10-thousand students 
from eyery nation in Christendom, Yes, for almost 400 years, this 
yreatest of all universitles flourished spontaneously without any 
formal orvanization. Each professor holjing his classes in his own 
home and collecting his own fees. It wasn't until 1560 that the 
church and the municipal officials formally organized the university 
and gave !t a building.

Heading to the north, the troops 
have reached the open country less than a dozen miles 
from the Ruhr Basin, Germany’s first industrial region. 


Meantime a report from Paris says that all organ- 
ized resistance in the Saar-Moselle-Rhine triangle has 
collapsed. : 


Two other Allied columns are nearing the big chemi- 
cal centre of Ludwigshafen on the Rhine. The Third 
and Seventh Armies haye linked up at a new point cut- 
ting the encircled German pocket in the Saar in two. 
Thousands of more prisoners haye been taken in the 
last few hours. . 


On the Eastern Front, the Germans say the Russians 
have opened new attacks east of Berlin in readiness for 
a final grand scale assault on the German capital. The 
Berlin radio says the new attacks were by Russian in- 
fantry and were launched from the west bank of the 
Oder River thirty-three miles east of Berlin. 


The United States Navy has announced the loss of 
th American submarine Barbel and her entire crew.

The driver nodded his head obe~ 
diently, as he straightened out the 
situation with a few questions.

THE RHINELAND INDUSTRIES: 
The following facts indicate the significance of the Rhineland 
industrial towns already lost to the Germans. The Rhine Province 


contains one of Germany's most important textile areas, of which 
the main towns are: i 

A. Muenchen-Gladbach with a prewar population of one-hund- 
ged-and-twenty-thousand, which forms with its satellite town of 
Rheydt the centre of the spinning district for cotton and silk. It 
manufactures textile machinery, and is an important railway centre, 
with factories for, locomotives and rolling stock and railway equip= 
ment. Gladbach also produced munitions, while neighbouring Gre- 
venbroich has large aluminium works, 

B. Krefeld, with a prewar population, of one-hundréd-and- ettise 
eight-thousand; the centre of textile weaving and a finishing dis- 
trict, mainly for silk, including parachute fabric, of which the 
largest .manufacturer is. the Reinische Kunstseide A.G. and the 
Vereinigte Seidenwebereien A.G. Krefeld is also the site of the 
largest. producer of high. grade steels in Germany, the Deutsche 
Edelstahlwerke combine, turning out nearly two-hundred-thousand 
tons annually, mainly special steels, crankshafts, armourplate for 
aircraft, .etc,, which is sent to large firms in the Ruhr for further 
manufacture. Krefeld also, contains the important, I. G. Farben 
Industrie.plant for sulphurie acid and other chemicals. 

The. Germans have also lost two important. communication 
centres: 

A. Cologne Grewar population’ seven-hundred-and-seyenty-two- 
thousand)—headquarters of the Reichsbahn administration of Wes- 
tern Germany, with a prewar density of traffic twice that of the 
rest of Germany. -The whole layout of large parts of Onlogne ic 
conditioned by the railway lines and the huge marshalling yards. 
Cologne is also an important-inland harbour, with three distinct 
port . areas. Although many important industries of the Cologne 
area are situated on the east bank of the Rhine; for example, the 
Humboldtdeutz Diesel engine works and Carlswerk cable factory, 


both probably the largest of their kind in Germany, Cologne: itself - 
contains a number of engineering, chemical and extile factories, as . 


well as factories for luxury goods (scent and glass), Just, southwest 
of Cologne, the Germans have lost: Knapsack. power station, the 


largest steam plant in Europe, and the major source of current for. . 


the: Rhineland and the Ruhr: At Knapsack are also chemical works 
producing ‘fertilizers; one third of the Reich production of calcium 
carbide and: cyanamide and ferro-alloy» plant. In the west part of 
Cologne ‘is the industrial area and plant of Duerener Metallwerke 
AsG., -where- about -four thousand workers were employed in the 
smanufacture ‘of: non-ferrous metals and aircraft components. This 
‘factory originated duralumin, the metal famous for use on aircraft, 
construction owing to its ‘lightmess and strength. 

B. Neuss; with-a prewar population of about fifty-eight- -thousand, 
is-an important communication centre on the bridgehead opposite 
Dusseldorf. Neuss also has a harbour at the junction of the Erft 
Canal with the Rhine. Manufactures in-Neuss include enginesr® 
ing, agricultural machinery, oil mills and textiles. ,

Osaka is crowded—almost as crowded.as Paris. In an area less. 
than one-fourth that of New York pity live, almost three million | 
persons, -wha.-work in: 10-thousand factories 5 OF ervice _17-thousa) 
steamships and-over 100-thousand sailing vessels that call at Osaka. - 
Harbor yearly in normal times. And this inflammable beehive is cut 
up by scores of deep creeks and canals—spanned for the most. part 
by wooden bridges also easily destroyed by fire, Any section cof the 
city is e made-to-order death trap for tens of thousands. i 

And despite a modern subway, electric power, some tine hotels 
and department stores, Osaka is essentially a slum elty populated 
by slave labor — with the poor- sewerage and waterseupply usually 
found in slum areas, 

For many decades the goods produced in. most of Osaka’s fac- 
tories have been of such shoddy quality that even the Japanese 
working classes scorned them. It was the Osaka~made gew-gaw that 
caused the phrase “Made in Japan” to win the universal horse- 
laugh on the world’s trade marts. 

But all that came to an end on Pearl Harbor day. Since th 
the gew-gaw and gim-crack factories have turned their attentio 
co-operating with Osaka’s-heavy war industry. 


Indeed the process started earller than that — for oy! 1933 “the © 


metallurgical and heavy machinery. industry had alréady' climbed in. 
importance past the ceramics'and textile industries — which made,. 
most of the gew-gaws. 

Oshaka {is Japan’e second city, indeed jt was the Empire's; firpt 
city of some years after the Tokyo earthquake temporarily reditce

Like Tokyo, it<is, a cotiiparatively new city, only a little older 
than New York. Yet it houses Japan's finest medieval architectural 
monument, the ruins of the great castle of the Shogun Hideyoshi, 
built by 50-thousand laborers, starting in 1587.

this castle are of stones 20 feet thick and it {s surrounded by three 5. 
deep moats, 

In Hideyoshi’s time; Osaka was capital of the Empire and al 


However, its supremacy, in {industry has been’ 
seriously threatened.in the last two decades by Nagoya, which as 
you know, has been by no means neglected by Allied B-29s, 

Because the miserable living conditions of the factory workers 
produce much tuberculosis and other sickness for the students to 
watch, Osaka University boasts Japan's leading medical school. 

Osaka 1s in many ways 2 picturesque elty, # city of even more 
startling contrasts than Tozya. This 4s largely because of the love 
of the Japanese for mixing Western and Japanese attire. It is not 
unusual in Osaka to see a young working man wearing an American 
tuxedo coat with a derby hat, a flaming foulard tle—and no pants, 
just brillfantly stripped shorts.

Humus usually consists of partially decomposed 
organic matter such as stable manure, sod, peat ‘and’ 
bake and easier to work.

makes heavy clay soils more friable, less inclined to

soil for’good plant development. Some of these, ‘such 
as sulphur, boron, manganese, etc., are required in’ 
very small quantities and are usually. present in suffi- 
_cient quantities although there have been many’ cases 
“where One;or more have been deficient, as examples: 
' the Brown Heart disease of turnips and Stem-Cracking 
of atl are due'to a deficiency of boron (borax) -in the 
soi 

If only half the available land is used as a garden 
each year the other half can be used to grow a ‘green 
manure crop. To do this the ground is ploughed in the 
fall as soon as the vegetable crop is taken off. It is then 
worked up and seeded with fall rye. The rye lives 


through the winter and continues growth in the spring. 
This rye is ploughed into the ground just before it 
hae to head out. 


The soil is worked up again and 
When the buckwheat reaches full 
bloom, it is ploughed under. This supplies two crops 
of ‘organic matter to the soi! In one year then with the 
application of. commercial fertilizer the land is ready 
i This leaves the other 
alf of the garden free to grow a green ’manure crop. 
Where good, well-rotted, stable on barnyard man- 
uré'is available it can be used instead of green manure 
The manure is applied in the fall and ploughed 
In the spring the surface is worked up and

“But it took time for the home front to\achieve the 
strength it possesses today. It developed: step by step. 
As the needs arose, organizations were formed and at 
last were fused into a united whole. From time to time 
the Geimans have succeeded in denting- the’ front, but 
they never managed to break it, 

“During the last half year our struggle has become 
steadily more military in character. Up’ sto , 1944 the 
Allied High Command did not want us to' stage direct 
attacks on German military objectives. Qur home front 
forces were to be saved for the final struggle,.and the 
Supreme ’ Command's directive to the greater’ part of 
the home front forces is still ‘preserve the organization 
until-‘the signal is given’. But at certain points the word 
for action already has been giyen, and we must: be pre- 


pared to take an increasingly active part in the Anal 
offensive against Germany. ‘ 
_ ©» “The Germans now have very limited resoula ces at 
their command, so that every reduction of theli''streng! th 
is a real contribution. They no longer have either) ‘the 
time-or the opptrunity to replace or rebuild y what is de- 
stroyed, Therefore the Norwegian home front: forces 
have received orders to go into action on a plandrawn 
up by the Allied High Command. Last summer and fall 
our forces carried out well planned offensive acts 
against German oil supplies. It looks in general as if 
thelr means of transporation were to be a target. It is 
obvious, however, that it is without our power to inflict 
even greater losses on the enemy. At a matter of fact 
this alraady has been done, and the day will come when 
the time is ripe for even bigger actions.”

Burketon Soldier Credited 
With Saving Platoon From 
Being Entirely Wiped Out 


Ottawa, March 16—The Depart- 
ment of National Defence today re- 
leased 60 citations, covering awards 
for gallantry to members of the Can- 
adian Army serving overseas in the 
Mediterranean and Western Eur- 
opean theatres of war. The present- 
ations of the awards were announced 
previously. ° 


The citations cover awards of 
seven Distinguished Service Orders; 
24 Military Crosses; four Disting- 
ulshed Conduct Medals and 25 
Military Medals, 

L|Cpl. Richard George Wolfe, M. 
M., of Burketon, was among those 
cited for gallantry in action and is 
credited with saving his platoon 


from being entirely wiped out by 
enemy fire. 

His citation follows:— 

“On November 1, 1944, The Cal- 


gary Highlanders were assigned the 
task of establishing a bridgehead 
immediately across the causeway on 
Walchern Island. After “D” Com- 
pany had established themselves at 
the end of the causeway “B” Com- 
pany was ordered to proceed through 
them and to consolidate at the west 
end of the causeway. 

No. 11 Platoon with L|Cpl, Wolfe 
in charge of the 2 inch mortar pro- 
gressed about four hundred yards 
sought along the flooded bank and 
consolidated. 

A sudden increase in enemy fire 
particularly at the end o fthe cause- 


“| the situation, The protection given 


y indicated a counter-attack, In 
order to tighten the defences it was 
back. The enemy fire of small arms, 
mortar and 20mm was increasing 
and very effective. It became nec- 
essary to move in short bounds, and 
to hold each successive position, 

L/Cpl. Wolfe with great courage 
and under withering fire succeeded 
in holding several points firing upon 
the enemy ana delaying them. Sev- 
eral times it appeared as If No. 11 
Platoon would be wiped out but the 
mortar fire brought down by this 
non-commissioned officer restored 


given by L|Cpl. Wolfe with his 2 in. 
ch mortar enabled the platoon to 
take up move effective positions, 

When the platoon was in a posit- 
fon to bring effective fire upon the 
enemy they noticed L/Cpl. Wolfe 
coming towards them in the midst. 
of heavy enemy fire helping a 
wounded non-commissioned officer 
back. The enemy fire became extre- 
mely heavy and L|Cpl. Wolfe stop- 
ped, set up his mortar and attempt- 
ed to neutralize this withering fire 
which was being brought to bear on 
himself and his platoon, 

Throughout the whole operation 
L|Cpl. Wolfe showed remarkable 
coolness and complete disresard for 
his personal safety. His gallant act- 
ion made possible the effective re- 
Positioning of company and was an 
inspiration to all who were with 
him.”

History Of 
Vanilla Is 
Interesting 


Vanilla extract is appearing more 
frequently on the stcre shelves these 
days. And it’s certain to receive an 
enthusiastic reception from home- 
makers. Before the war, people look 
for granted the essence from that 
little bottle of flayoring tinut went 
into so many cakes, frostings and 
desserts. But when vanilia wasn't 
so easy to find, homemakes realized 
how much that spoonful of vanilla 
here and a few drops there meant 
to their cooking. 

There were two good reasons why 
vanilla wasn’t so plentiful for a time 
most of the vanilla used to come 
from the island of Madagascar, but 
the wartime shipping problem has 
been difficult, and the armed forces 
needed great quantities of vanilla 

But Mexico proved a big help. The 
large crop of vanilia beans in Mexico 
has helped solve the Vanilla shortage 
here at home. 

Vanilla dates back quite a few 
centuries, Montezuina, the last Aztec 
emperor of Mexico, gets the credit 
for popularzing a chocolate Beverage 
that was flavored wilh vanilla, But 
when vanilla was introduced to 
Europe, only the wealthy could af- 
ford it, 

There's a fascinating story behind 
a little bottle of’ vanilla, too. The 
parents of vaniila bean are orchids. 
That beautiful tropical flower that 
most persons think of as a corsage, 
The Mexicans pollinate the orchids 
by hand so that vanilla beans will 
develop. 

But it's still long step from the 
vanilla bean fo the vanila extract. 
The beans are picked by hand and 
set out on mats in the hot sin. When 
they’re dry, they are shipped to this 
country. Importers percolate them 
through alcohol to get the vanilla 


extract ag one buys it in stores. 


There are also imitation vanillas, 
They’re good, too. One kind is made 
from cloves and another is made 
from chemicals,

Carp Must Be 


To Protect Game Fishing 


Say Distr 


(By E.J.K.) 


“Unless some steps are taken to 
stop the depletion of the Esox 
Masquinongy it will be only a 
matter of time until they become 
just a memory!” 

Such was the opinion of 6 men 
interviewed whose combined years 
at the fishing game totalled a little 
over 150 years. Despite the fact 
that these men, guides for the 
most part, agreed on a great many 
points they could not definitely 
point to any concrete reason that 
would account for the apparent 
decrease in muskellunge in the re- 
cent years. 

Last season the shortage of 
"lunge was so noticeable as to be- 
come alarming to those who have 
een interested in fishing these 
waters for the past twenty to 
thirty years, A great many fac- 
tors enter into the possible deple- 
tion of this branch of the fish 
family but the general concensus 
of opinion seems to favour the 
possibility of the carp slowly but 
surely causing this decline. 

A cross-section of the interviews 
gow that reason for the carp 
Going so much damage is that 
since the ‘lunge leave their spawn 
and will not protect it as bass do 
that the carp therefore has a 
greater opportunity to nose through 
the locality of the spawning 
grounds and rile up the water to 
the extent of tearing dawn weeds 
in which there is spawn and thus 
smothering it. 

For the purpose of this story 
we are using the shortened ver- 
sion of the name Esox masquin- 
ongy, namely ‘lunge. After an or- 
thographica] search which revealed 
24 ways of spelling this Indian 
name for the fish we decided 
‘lunge would have to do. 

The ‘lunge is the most voracious 
of fresh-water fishes; this fish lies 
half hidden, in walt for his vic- 
tim and will eat anything practi- 
cally that he can catch. It is 
most favourably noted as a game 
fish having both size and strength. 
Unless suitably equipped for a 
large specimen, the angler may 
have to play his fish for over an 
hour before landing him. 

As a fish-eater the ‘lunge rivals 
the Barracuda of salt water, mak- 
ing the same fierce rushes and 
having a similiarly large mouth 
set with dangerous teeth. There 


is, In fact, a superficial resemb- 
lence between these two widely 
separated fishes. 

The spawning season begins 


about April 20th and lasts three 
weeks. The ‘lunge come into bogs, 
swim up creeks to deposit their 
spawn in places where brush, dead 
limbs, and logs Me in the water. 
This gives rise to another argu- 
ment that certain creeks should 
be screened off during this season 
and the ‘lunge kept from going too 
far up and spawning in areas 
where the possibility of lowering 
water levels leaving the spawn 
high and dry, This will be dealt, 
with later on. The ‘lunge spawns 
from 100,000 to 300,000 eggs but it 
is not certain just what percent- 
age of them become fry ‘or live 
long enough to become full grown 
fish. 

Let us look at a few reasons 
offered for the decline of fishing. 
There is the motor-car and motor- 
boat, the possibility of pickerel 
waging war on the ‘lunge. Then 
there is the controversy (still quite 
warm) that the ‘lunge will eat 
thelr young. The paramount evil 
seems to be the carp, The scavan- 
gers of the fresh water are be- 
coming more and more of a prob- 
lem and something must be done 
soon,

“The reason for this,” continued 
Game Overseer A. Hodgson, “is 
that fish fry put in the lakes are 
so small they become prey for 
other fish and the percentage of 
fry maturing is almost 1 in 6, 
Whereas fingerlings being more 
virile can look after themselves.” 

“Do you think the pickerel have 
any effect on the ‘lunge?” 


“No, I don’t think they do par- 
ticularly,” came the answer. “It's 
true they go after other fish but 
not to the extent people would 
have us believe.” 

“How about Carp? Do they eat 
the spawn or the young fry?” 

“No, they don’t eat the spawn 
nor the young fry, but it’s possible 
while they are rooting around in 
the mud and weeds that they de- 
your some of the spawn. Their 
chief claim to notoriety is the fact 
that they come in where the 
‘lunge are spawning and rile up 
the water causing the spawn to 
become smothered and not ma- 
ture.” 


“Do ‘lunge eat their young?” 

“That's hard to say, they eat 
young fry yes, but I'd be inclined 
to say that if their young were 
around they'd eat them!” 

‘How about motor-boats, do 
you think they have any effect?” 

“They certainly have; in the old 
days when you used to have to get 
around by rowing or paddling, the 
lakes didn’t get such a sweeping 
but then you must remember in 
the past 15 years this area has 
grown up, where there used to be 
two or three fishing there is now 
twenty or thirty. That makes a 
difference.” 


“Regarding the screening. of 
creeks in the spawning season, 
would this be of any adyantage?” 
we asked. 

“The purpose of screening a 
creek is to keep the lunge from 
going up too high and spawning 
where there is any likelihood of a 
sudden drop in water levels catch- 
ing the spawn and leaving it high 
and dry. Your whole purpose is 
defeated unless a man is kept on 
duty at these screens day and 
night to see that none of the fish 
are taken out.” 

“Last year,” continued Mr. Hodg- 
son, “was a slack year for the 
‘lunge fisherman. Just what caus- 
ed the depletion is hard to say 
but something is certainly cutting 
them down. Even with the des- 
truction of a certain amount of 
spawn, the spawn that does ma- 
ture along with the re-stocking 
of the lakes that is taking place 
every year should be adequate to 
take care of all the anglers here. 
Changing water levels aren't an 
evil in this area because Cameron | 
Lake in particular has very little 
change from one season to the 
other. 

In Cameron Lake, the Govern- 
ment recently put 60,000 fry and 
about 1200 fingerlings, There 
should be a fair percentage of 
those living today, 

The Pickerel are comparatively | 
newcomers to these waters. It was 
only about 7 years ago that the 
first pickerel was caught in Cam- 
eron Lake. This fish’ was caught 
by Dr, Frank Kenworthy of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. and caused quite a bit 
of excitement.” 

Others interviewer agreed ‘n al- 
most every respect with Mr. Hodg- 
son's explanation. 

Henry York, of Fenelon Falls, 
who has been guiding for over 24 
years and has done most of that 
on the Sturgeon Lakes claims that 
there are just as many ‘lunge as 
ever but couldn’t figure just why 
more weren’t caught. 

“In the spring of the year when 
I have been out trapping I've seen 
hundreds of ‘lunge in spawning. 
There are lots of them in the lake 
but the trouble with the average 
fisherman {s that he won't take 
the time to fish in different places 
or at the right times of the day. 
Fish keep moving around and if 
you don't get a strike in one place, 
move somewhere else. With a bit 
of patience you will always get 
results,” 

“what 1s your opinion of the 
Carp in these waters?” 

"The Carp are becoming more 
and more of a nuisance and some- 
thing will have to be done. They 
should be netted and cleaned out 
of the waters, They are ruining 
bass and ‘Junge spawn every year 
by rooting through {t and smoth- 
ering the eggs,” 

“Motor boats don't haye much 
effect other than you cover a 
good deal more water than in the 
past.” 

“No, I don't think ‘lunge will 
eat their young; they'll eat bass 


other.” 

“The creeks should be screeved 
each spring, but unless a man 1s 
on the Jom most of the time, it 
wouldn't be of any use, When the 
fish aro stopped like that they 
should have protection.” 


“Of course, I'm only speaking of 
Sturgeon Lake where I do most of 
my fishing,” concluded Mr, York, 

The next person to be inter- 
viewed was A, J. Gould, secretary 
of the Fenelon Falls Anglers’ Asso- 
cintion, Mr. Gould has been an 
ardent fisherman and study of 
fish habit for the past thirty years 
and is recognized as somewhat of 
an authority on matters of fish- 
ing. 


Mr. Gould feels that some sort: 
of fish conservation will have to 
be done in these Inkes in order to 
protect the small ‘lunge fry, A 
fish hatchery would be the answer 
and should receive consideration. 

His feeling about carp js that:— 

“The carp is certainly a men- 
ace. They'll have to be taken care 
of in some way before they dispoil 
everything they come in contact 
with, Pickerel don't have much 
effect on ‘lunge but they will eat 
other fish.” 


“lunge will eat thelr own young 
—in fact a ‘lunge will eat any- 
thing they can handle. I’ve heard 
of them eating frogs, birds and 
eyen squirrels. They are a fierce 
fighter and will tackle almost any- 
thing.” 

“In the past years,” continued 
Mr. Gould, “Cameron Lake was 
not so densely populated and the 
increasing number of cottages 
means an increasing number of 
fishermen and cosnequently an in- 
creasing drain on the fish.” 

“What do you think fs causing 
the actual decrease?” we asked. 

“That's hard‘to say specifically, 
but I would say the carp are the 


most menacing to our future of 
fishing.” 
The Calders, father. and son, 


have a combined 58 years of fish- 
ing to their credit and they feel 
the carp are largely responsible 
for the dropping off of the ‘lunge. 

“Motor boats and the increased 
number of cottagers have been a 
contributing factor as well as the 
nature of the fish themselves. It’s 
a constant struggle for survival 
between the pickerel, bass and 
‘lunge and thousands of small fry 
of all kinds are eat every year.” 

“A ‘lunge will eat its own, in 
fact will eat any fish etc. {t can 
catch,” 

“We have been doing most of 
our fishing in the past years in 
Cameron Lake and we feel there 
is a shortage of ‘lunge, although 
we have good luck each season, 
the catches are dropping off 
slowly but surely.” 

Peter Beteau of Fenelon Falls, 
when interviewed stated that he 
had been hunting, trapping and 
fishing around Cameron Lake for 
about 30 years and admitted that, 
the ‘lunge appeared to be decreas- 
ing but couldn't say definitely 
why, 

“The pickerel and carp interfere 
a great deal but I think the carp 
are the worst offenders,” stated 
Mr. Beteau. 

“In the spring when the spawn- 
ing season is at its helght, the 
fish root and dig through the weed 
beds and stumps and tear off 
weeds laden with ‘lunge spawn 
and overturn bass nests and 
smother the eggs. The carp ap- 
peared in these waters about 18 
years ago and each year have been 
increasing to such an extent that 
they now ruin everything, even 
‘rat hunting.” 

“Pickerel have certainly made a 
difference in our herring runs,” 
continued Mr, Beteau. 

“There herring were here last 


year and the year before but 
wouldn't come into the narrow 
waters of the river because the 


pickerel were waiting for them and 


they have scared them out. They 
could have the same effect on 
“lunge.” 


In concluding Mr, Beteau said: 

“The motor-boat hasn't much 
wifech on the depletion of the fish 
except that you can get around 
more, but I do believe that this 
area has more fishemen now than 
{t has ever had for the past twenty 
years and that in itself 1s bound 
to make a difference.” 

In the past, an active organiza- 
tion, the Fenelon Falls Anglers’ 
Club has been allowed to decline 
during the present war. There 
has been a feeling throughout this 
district that they should be re- 
organized and help fight this de- 
crease in our {ishing by a system- 
atic method of conservation and 
re-stocking. In the :near future 
we will have an article for you 
on the history and work done by 
this organization.

Insect War 
In Advance 


Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture officials say it's all very 
well for seedsmen to put’ out at- 
tractive catalogues, but there's a 
lot of hard work to be done before 
the farmer can come near having 
fruits and vegetables as preten- 
tlous as the illustrations show, 

The Director of Entomology at 
Ottawa, Allan Dustan, says that: 
{f gardeners are going to grow 
vegetables, flowers and fruits as 
perfectly shaped and colored as 
the illustrations show, they will 
have to be prepared to put on a 
plitzkrelg against insects in the 
spring. 

And he says: “Insects are prob- 
ably the chief cause of destruc- 
tion to garden, farm and orchard 
crops”. 

When the insects are ready to 
go into action, as they will be as 
soon as spring begins to be well 
on its way—the gardener, farmer 
or orchardist should be ready for 
the attack. 

Nothing can check the offensive 
of insects better than insecticides 
that kill used through spraying 
and dusting equipment. And 
when this equipment must go into 
action it should be ready and in 
good shape for the job. 

Check it over now, tighten loose 
parts, replace worn parts, grease 
and oil moving parts. Look oyer 
the hose and hose connections to 
see if there are any leaks. If new 
hose is required get it without 
delay. Check on the hose coup- 
lings, too, To ayoid clogging resi- 
due in tanks and pumps, see that 
they are cleaned out. ‘ 

Here’s another good tip. Fill the 
spray tanks, wooden tubs, barrels 
and other containers used for 
holding spraying material well 
ahead of the time they are going 
to be used with water, so that 
they will have a chance to tighten 
up. 

And don’t forget to have a sup- 
ply of insecticides on hand such as 
lead arsenate, nicotine. sulphate, 
derris powder, corrosive sublimate, 
hydrated lime and bran. 

Keep them stored in a dry 
place. Don’t put them on a con- 
crete or damp floor. 

If, you observe these tip, you'll 
be ready for the war on insects 
when it’s time to wage it.

The four questions are:— “You 
never mentioned Gold; Has there 
been any strikes or any sign of 
gold around here? Is there any 
gold mined near here?” “How do 
you recognize radioactivity in 
Uranium minerals?” “I've been 
reading about mining and they 
mentioned ‘open-cut’ and ‘glory 
hole’ mining. I know it hasn’t any 
connection with your articles but 
would you mind explaining these 
two types of mining for me? I'd 
also like to know what the US. 
Mint Price of Gold is? 

In connection with the first 
question. We never mentioned 
gold in this area because though 
there had been small finds etc., 
none of them have been of any 
use commercially. 

Most of the finds in the Hali- 
burton Count; were either in such 
small quantities to be of no value 
commercially or had no sign of 
the minerals at all. 

Yes, there is gold mined near 
here. The Ledyard and the Cor- 
doya mines in Belmont township, 
Peterborough County are good 
producers. The former mine oper- 
ated between the years 1893 and 
1896. Gold production for the 
years 1893 and 1894 were 55 tons 
milled valued at $236.00. 

The Cordova, formerly the Bel- 
mont, gold mine was discovered 
{nis92. From 120,670 tons milled 
amounted to 22,774 ounces of gold, 
valued at $474,201. The Consoli- 
dated Mining and Smelting Com- 
pany of Canada, Ltd., acquired the 
Cordova mine in 1935 and carried 
operations at the property 

until July 31, 1940. 

Regarding the recognition of 
radioactivity in Uranium minerals 
this property affords a ready 
means of recognizing these ores; 
the mineral may be wrapped up 
with a photograph plate, which is 
afterwards developed, but a simp- 
ter and quicker test 1s that with 
e simple gold-leaf electroscope. A 
piece of mineral to be testediis 
placed on the cap of the electro- 
scope, which is then charged with 
electricity; if the mineral con- 
tains uranium (and hence radium) 
the gold leaves will soon come to- 
gether. 

An explanation of ‘open cut’ and 
‘glory hole mining’ would require 
considerable space but the follow- 
ing shortened version should be 
sufficient. The working of metal- 
liferous deposits which either out- 
erops at the surface of the ground 
or are covered by a shallow over- 
burden or capping which must be 
removed before the ore can be 
mined. Since the cost of remoy- 
ing the overburden is charged to 
the cost of mining, a point {s 
reached, as the cover increases in 
thickness, beyond which open-cut 
mining does not pay and some 
method of underground mining 
must be used. Large deposits of 
copper and fron ores are worked 
by open-cut mining, usually by the 
bench method. The depth of cap- 
ping varies from a few feet up to 
300 feet, 

Glory-hole mining in this case a 
vertical connection or rafse Is 
driven to the surface from an 
underground haulage way. The top

Spy Ring Which Might Have

" ‘Tehran, Iran, March 16 (BUP)— 
A gigantic spy and sabotage plot 
which might have threatened the 
lives of the big three was broken 
up in the spring of 1944. 

A British official report has 
just revealed the story of the plot 
which was smashed only after a 
two-year campaign, 

The chief agent, Franz Mayr, 
was arrested in August, 1943. But 
other members of the gang con- 
tinued their activities in Iran until 
last spring. 

It's revealed that the agents 
were financed by Germany, Japan

wick Charlton, who founded and edited the “Zighth Army News’: 
perhaps the most famous of them all—stated, “Now there are 23 
major army newspapers serving British soldicrs overseas.” Charlton 
traces back the origin to the “father of army newspapers” the 
“Tobruk Truth” produced by two Australian sergeants during the 
siege of Tobruk in 1941, news being derived mainly from the B.B.C. 
After the creation of the Eighth Army from a Western Desert force 
the Eighth Army News was inaugurated to counter rumours and a 
feeling of Isolation among the men serving in the desert. The B.B.C, 
was used for world news and intelligence sources for local battle 
news. (Recent broadcast from London described Charlton's diffi- 
culties of typIng on a table made from petrol tins in his’ office-tent 
and producing the newspaper on a captured Italian press mounted 
on a lorry), 

Charlton described how after the capture of Tripoli he had 
been commissioned to produce local newspapers for the British Mili- 
tary Government, with the help of the B.B.C. news. Three papers— 
in English, Italian, and Arable—were produced, Four days after the 
landings in Sicily Charlton was able to produce a bilingual paper in 
English and Italian on captured presses in Cyracuse. In Catania he 
moved into the offices of one of Mussolini's papers, and the one 
page paper increased to four pages, with room for a greater variety 
of copy. From Catania the Eighth Army news moved to Bari. To 
overcome the difficulty of reaching readers on a constantly receding 
front transport planes were brought into use for distributions. 

Brigadier Newth stated on January 17th, “Every effort 1s made 
to ensure the men seeing the paper on the day of publication. In 
the line it is supplied as part of rations and in the rear area it is 
sold at a cost equivalent to a penny.” 

While many army new=papers also serve the navy and airforce 
fn the respective areas the Itter also produce thelr own publica~ 
tions where “Airforce News” (distributed free weekly to the RAP, 
throughout the Middle Bast and Mediterranean and as far south as 
Rhodesia) {s a substantial sixteen page newspaper with all the fea- 
tures of a regular home press. Others produced e.g. in the Bahamas, 
Azores, and Trinidad are not so pretentious, but are a valuable con- 
tribution to the welfare of the forces Isolated on remote stations. 

A regular dally news service provided for British forces Js not. 
only an important factor in maintaining morale among men cut) off 
from the amenities of civilization, but also ‘keeps the serving British 
citizen in touch with current affairs and thus fitted to resume par- 
ticipation in the normal life of Britain after victory.

Broccoll In Bloom 

Broccoli is a ‘relative newcomer 
to Canadian dinner menus. It has 
become popular in this country in 
the last 10 or 15 years, although 
Italian immigrants brought it to 
Canada many years before. The 
vegetable still called Italian sprout- 
ing broccolf on the markets—should 
be bought when it is fresh, clean 
and not overmature. You can tell 
if it's too ripe by the buds in the 
clusters or heads, But don't let 
one lone open blossom fool you. 
An occasional one doesn't neces- 
sarily mean the broccoli 1s more 
than fully developed. Tenderness 
fs important in judging quality 
since we eat the whole stalk of

the vegetable, stem, leaves and 
flower clusters, The stalks should 
be tender and firms, and the buds 
in the clusters should be — com- 
pact, Broccoli should be either 
darkish green or purplish green 
when it is ready for eating. Those 
dark, green colors tell you right off 
that it has a wealth of vitamins. 
Tron and some of the B vitamins 
are there too. You'll find it on 
our market now: It is simple to 
cook, first trim off-the tough por- 
tions at the bottom of the stalk, 
then thoroughly wash the remain- 
ing centre stalks with the flower 
head attached, Put the vegetable 
in as little boiling water as pos- | 
sbile—just enough to prevent. stick- 
ing.

Helplessly While Nazis 


Torture 


Ottawa, March 27 (BUP)—A tale 
of utter horror was told last night 
at Ottawa by a Canadian girl who 
survived four years under German 
Internment. 

Miss Jacqueline Brisebois of Ot- 
tawa was visiting relatives in Le 
Havre when France fell in 1940. 
She was accompanied by her sis- 
ter, the former Miralle Brisebols, 


and her sister’s two-year-old son. , 


Picked up by the Gestapo, they 
soon were rushed off to begin their 
four years of barbarous treatment 
at the Besancon Interment Camp. 

Miss Brisebois says 32 women 
were forced to live in a hut built 
for six men. There were only three

bunks and they had to sleep in 
relays. Lice, rats and death from 
malnutrition were ever ~ present 
fears.

Under, this legislation, farmers’ may apply at their 
local banks for 5 per cent loans for eyery kind of farm 
Improvement from a new plough to a dwelling house, , 
provided the-amount does -not- exceed $3,000. There are.

terms of repayment.are flexible, .so.'that they can be 
adjusted to the~individual cireumstances of the bor- 
rower. For example, monthly instalments might ‘be 
most suitable ‘to’ a farmer with a steady year-round 
income, while it might be more conyenient for the grain 
farmer to pay; say; twsce a year or annually.

The war has speeded the tempo of development in 
West Africa and sharpened the impact of the modern 
world on the traditional African way of life. The latest 
outcome is the new plan for political and adminstrative 
development. 

The proposed changes have been discussed by the 
_ Governor of Nigeria with the Secretary of State; but 
before they are finally adopted they are to be considered 
both in Britain’s House of Commons and in Nigeria’s 
Legislative Council. 
‘> Nigeria is the largest and most populous of the 
; British West African territories. Tt consists of a Colony 
comprising Lagos and its immediate vicinity on the 
coast’and a Protectorate divided into three regions 
which are administered largely through the established 
‘Native Authorities. 
. There is, however, no constitutional link between 
‘the Nigerian Legislative Council and the established 
., Native Authorities; consequently political progress has 
proceeded without the proper integration of the various 
diverse elements that make up the country. The new 
proposals aim to remedy this, and simultaneously’ to 
pursue the established policy of associating the Africans 
more actiyely in the work of government: q 
: The Governor proposes on the one hand: to order 
the scope and membership of the Legislative Council 
and, on the other, to set up Regional Councils in ‘the 
northern, western and eastern provinces on all of which 
there are td be African unofficial majorities. This: ex- 
| panded Legislative Council will then be able’ to legislate 
forthe whole of Nigeria, since the established Native 
Authorities will be brought within the legislative ma- 
‘chine, At the same time the necessary decentralization 
jis achieved by the new Regional Councils, and special 
‘emphasis is laid on the importance of progressive

Snow “Fleas” 

Workers in the maple woods 
during the “sugaring” season some- 
times find dusky patches on the 
newly fallen snow. Examination 
discloses that the patches are 
formed by’ countless thousands of 
small, jumping inseots. These in- 
sects are ‘commonly referred to as 
snow “fleas”. According to Dr. F.

KINGSTON, March 22: Men 
who flirted daily with death on 
the European and Mediterranean 
battlefronts arrived here today. 
Some of the Military District No. 
3 personnel on rotation leave ar- 
rived shortly after midnight aboard 
a troop train, which was closely 
followed by a hospital train bear- 
ing wounded soldiers. Twelve of 
the wounded fighting men disem- 
barked at Kingston, one, Gnr. J.

It was while running from cover 
to cover among the dykes in Hol- 
land to rescue an injured Calgar- 
gian that Pte. F. H. Patenaude, of 
Cornwall, Ont. was himself in- 
jured, A stretcher-bearer, Paten- 
aude was unmindful of his own 
danger as snipers’ bullets sought 
him out as he darted forward.

Capt. W. R. Wensley, of Picton, 
Ont., who went overseas with the 
famous Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward Regiment as a pay sergeant 
was among the group returning on 
rotation leave. Prior to returning 
home he was unit paymaster.

“As far back as November, 1927 
|we were trying to interest the 
Government in fish conservation 
in this area with little or no re- 
sult.” 

Such was the statement of A. 
J. Gould of Fenelon Falls, Sec'y 
Treas. of the Fenelon Falls Ang- 
lers’ Association. 


; “We could forsee even at that 
time that our fishing was going 
down and we tried in a great 
many ways to interest the Goyern- 
ment in re-stocking the lakes with 
fingerlings, not fry; also to help 
us by screening creeks but to no 
avail.” 

“To-day,” continued Mr, Gould, 
“we are faced with the situation 
of a dwindling supply of Maskin- 
onge and unless something is done 
before it is too late to save them 
we may lose one of our best game 
fishes.” 

The Fenelon Falls Anglers’ Asso- 
ciation was formed sometime dur- 
ing November 1927, as a direct 
result of an organization meeting 
the previous year when Gregory 
Clark of Toronto visited the village 
and spoke to the interested 
Anglers on Fish Conservation and 
the forming of a successful Ang- 
lers' Society. 

At the present time the Anglers’ 
Association is “marking time’ as 
the members felt that war condi- 
tion’ didn't merit their being active. 
There is a moyement afoot to re- 
form the Association if possible. 

The aims of this association 
were:— 

To systematically restock neigh- 
boring waters. 

To conserve the existing supply 
of fish. 

To discourage the illegal taking 
of fish and to assist in the ob- 
servation of laws for their protec- 
tion, 

To co-operate in all endeavours 
to promote the best interests of 
anglers and to foster the highest 
ideals of sportsmanship. 

To assist in bringing the advan- 
tages of this district to the atten- 
tion of the visiting public, 

The organization of the Fenelon 
Falls Anglers’ Association was held 
in the Commission Rooms on the 
night of November Ist, 1927, and 
the following men were present:

At a special meeting held Nov- 
ember 15th, 1927 the Dept. of 
Gamo and Fisheries was requested 
to send a representative to look 
over the situation at Mitchell Lake 
for the purpose of fish conserva- 
tion, A check-up through the 
records shows nothing was ever 
done by the Government on this 
question, 

The Association was very active 
in the passing years in getting 
these lakes re-stocked as the fol- 
lowing list shows. The first record 
of re-stocking in this area under 
their sponsorship was during the 
summer of 1928 when 900 “very 
fine fingerlings and two cans of 
Black Bass fry” were placed in 
Cameron Lake. 

In 1932 under supervision of the 
Association, 150,000 pickerel finger- 
lings were placed in Balsam Lake; 
10,000 Maskinonge and a quantity 
of both fingerlings and adult bass 
were placed in Sturgeon Lake and 
Cameron Lake. 
| June 5th, 1937 some 25,000 fry 
were deposited in Cameron Lake, 
the records do not show whether 
they were ‘lunge, bass or pickerel. 

The most imposing stocking of 
the lakes on record is shown 
under the year 1399 when 
following were placed:— 

June 12th, Bass Fry:—30,000 in 
Cameron Lake; 20,000 in Sturgeon 
Lake; 20,000 in Pigeon Lake; 20,000 
in Shadow Lake; 10,000 Black Bass 
in’ Shadow Lake. 

May 22nd, 1939 saw 175,000 
‘Lunge fry placed in Cameron 
Lake under the supervision of the 
Association. 

Throughout the history of the 
Association there has always been 
a decided activity during the 
spawning season by the members 
to protect the ‘lunge by screening 
the creeks and having some of 
their members appointed as patrols 
for the protection of the fish. It 
is largely through this co-opera- 
tion between the Association and 
the Game Wardens that the tak- 
ing of fish illegally has dropped to 
almost nothing over the past years. 

Prizes have been offered at dif- 
ferent times to members catching 
the largest fish and great interest 
followed each fishing season to see 
W Oo was going to come out on top. 

“The matter of the fish deple- 
tion in’ this area is becoming more 
noticeable each year and the warn- 
ings issued by the Association over 
18 years ago are beginning to bear 
fruit. Will they be heeded now, or 
has nature gone so far along the 
road to decline that human ald 
will not bring the ‘lunge back to 
our water?” 

“We may be too late,” is the 
general feeling among most of the 
| anglers today.

Ottawa, March 22 — Attainment 
of the minimum objective of $1,- 
350,000,000 for tho 8th Victory 
loan — which authorities confid- 
ently expect to be exceeded—will 
boost to nearly §10,000,000,000 the 
amount which Oanadians have 
loaned to the government to pro- 
secute the war, an average of $860 
for eyory man, woman and child, 


In announcing last night that 
two maturities of bonds will be 
offered in the 8th Victory Loan 
which opens April 23, Hon, J. L. 
llsley commented: “Even should 
there be near-term peace on the 
European battlefronts, our expen- 
ditures and consequently our bor- 
rowing requirements for the {m- 
pending fiscal year will continue 
at high levels.” 


One of the bonds to be offered 
will bear interest at three per 
cent., will mature in 18 years and 
five months, and will be callable 
in’ or after 1959. The other issue, 
bearing interest of 1\% per cent, 
will mature on Noy. 1, 1949, and 
is non-callable before maturity. 

The minimum objective of §1,- 
350,000,000 is $50,000,000 greater 
than set for the 7th victory loan 
last October. Of the total, $675,- 
000,000 is the minimum objective 
for individual participation, an in- 
crease of $75,000,000.

Walter E. Reesor Passes 
Suddenly Wednesday Night 


Stricken with a ‘severe heart 
attack early Wednesday evening 
one of Lindsay's best known 
citizens in the person of Mr. Walter 
Eby Reesor, 70, died shortly after 
10 p, m. at his Bond St, home. 


Mr. Reesor had just recently re- 
covered sufficiently from a heart 
ailment which developed in the fall 
of last year to enable him to be at 
his desk in the offices of the Lind- 
say Hydro Electric Commission and 
his death came as a great shock to 
his many friends and business 
associates. 

The deceased was born at Cedar 

Grove, Ont. the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. B. F. Reesor and came to 
Lindsay as a boy in the year 1889 
where his father, with the assist- 
ance of Walter and his brother 
Harvey established the first electric 
power plant in Lindsay the build- 
ings of which were erected on the 
premises now known as the Carew 
Lumber Mills. 
Later as the business expanded the 
plant was moved to the site of the 
present Hydro-Electric offices and 
after a number of years successful 
operation became a part of the 
Ontario Hydro Electric System of 
which Mr. Reesor was branch 
manager. 

Other business interests of Mr. 
Reesor included a directorship in 


the Victorla Trust and Savings 
Company of which board he was a 
highly valued member and one 
whose judgement in financial mat- 
ters was respected. 

He was Chairman of The Lind- 
say Public Library Board, which 
post he held for many years, and 
was also a director of the Lindsay 
Cemetery Board. 

Mr. Reesor took a keen interest 
in the club & social activities of the 
town. Besides beng a member of 
the Lindsay Rotary, Canadian 
and Twenty Clubs he was at the 
time of his death Patron of the 
Lindsay Curling Club and a Past 
?resident of the Ontario Curling 
Association. During his many years 
as an enthusiastic curler, the late 
Mr. Reesor was one of Lindsay’s 
representatives on many Ontario 
| Tankard rinks, 

In religion he was a member of 
the Cambridge St. United Church 
and did much to promote the wel- 
fare of this institution, having been 
Church Treasurer for many years 
as well as being a member of the 
Official Board and the Board of 
Stewards. 

Surviving besides his wife are 
two sons, Robert and John as well 
as one daughter, Martha, (Mrs. D. 
L. Mumford). A sister Mrs. M. H. 
Bingeman also survives and resides 
at present in Winnipeg, Man.

turned home to Oshawn on 30 days 
Jeave during the past week-end 

d is visiting with relatives and 
Triends, He was stationed in widely 
separated points such as Isle of 
Lewis and Tiree in the Hebrides 
north of Scotland, in Wales, Bel- 
fast in Northern Ireland and fin- 
ishing up with 10 months in Gib- 
raltar. 

Overseas since January 1942, he 
was wireless airgunner and upon 
returning to Canada ~a few days 
ago he was greeted in Lachine with 
a commission and promotion from 
the rank of Warrant Officer to 
Pilot Officer. 

His duties as a wireless operator 
with Coastal Command consisted 
of patrolwork, They were most 
often connected with the meteoro- 
logical observations. 

He saw London with its many 
Scars from bombing, and the Lon- 
doners liked the Canadians very 


much. He felt the buzz-bombs 
three weeks after they began to 
come. Going overhead he stated 


they sound like a motorcycle in 
many ways. Just after Christmas 
he heard several V-2 bombs drop. 
‘The nearest dropped some three 
or four miles away and still shook 
the ground where he stood. 
Entire Block Destroyed 
The strangest sight he saw in 
London was a square block which 
Jooked as if it was built up all 
around but he learned on looking 
closer that a large bomb had 
struck In the centre of the block 
and had left only the outside walls 
of the buildings facing the streets 
nd the inside portions of the 
buildings. had been flattened. He 
stated that it reminded him of the 


false fronts of pictures he had 
seen on movie sets. 
In February, 1944, he flew down 


to Gibraltar with his whole unit. 
In approaching the island it didn't 
seem that they would ever be able 
to land as it seemed so small. He 
learned that it was. a formidable 


fortress with the latest equipment |” 


and armament. The causeway join- 
ing the rock to the mainland is 
about 1 mile long and every day 
thousands of Spanish workers cross 
to the island and work in the ship 
repair yards. The climate he found 
perfect with swimming almost al- 
ways very good. 

About six. months ago the only 
German raid that he experienced 
took ‘place when several Italfan air- 
craft came over late at night and 
dropped torpedoes to damage ship- 


The rock of Gibraltar is honey- 
combed with tunnels and many of 
them are served by o small eloc- 
trical railroad. Large rooms are 
hewn out of solid rock, One room 
he saw was 75 to 100 fect long and 
about 15 feet wide. 

He was across to Spain many 
times to La Linea, at the Spanish 
end of the causeway. He found the 
Spanish people very poor and live 
in small squalid wooden bungalows 
There were a few modern buildings 
however, He had to go across in 
civilian clothes as it was not allow- 
ed to cross the border in uniform, 

He spent some visits on the 
Azores Islands and found many 
Americans there. There the climate 
jis hot and clammy but the Portu- 
guese there were very friendly and 
as a mark of their esteem they 
always served the British airmen 
first no matter who was in their 
stores waiting to be served. 

Among the souyenirs he brought, 
back were an ivory-inlaid jewel- 
lery box, ivory ornaments — little 
elephants, figurines, and a dagger 
letter opener with a hand wrought 
gold hilt, 

_Asked about, the Spanish senori- 
tas, he, stated that they were very

Paid Visit To Ireland 

In July, 1942, he spent some time 
in Ireland in the northern part.

Bakelite front stores and buildings 
were also much in evidence. 

In his unit they flew in all kinds 
of weather and found a certain 
amount of monotony but never met 
a Jerry in the air, nor did they see 
a submarine in their patrols. 

He stated that he had visited on 
several occasions to Africa to Port 
Lyautey, Casablanca, and Rabat- 
sale. Here he found the population 
composed half of Arabs and half 
of French, They were not a very 
palatable looking buch of people 
he stated. 

“He served three or four months 
as instructor on the West Const of 
England and stated that he had 
enjoyed the people of Lancaster~ 
shire very much finding them very 
friendly. He especially enjoyed 
thelr monologues, “Ee by goom"” 
and “Mrs, Ramsbottom and her 
son Albert.”
